London, June 23.— The qasen't dia- 
mond jubilee celebration, which began 
Sanday with religions •errioei at Frog- 
more, Windsor, reaehed its climax yes- 
terdaj. The weather was warm, bat 
not too hot, and. altogether, the day was 
an ideal on for the ocoaxioii. Long be- 
fore? the time si>t for ttio parade to Start 
every inrh of avnil;iMn spooe along the 
line of march was occuiiicd. 

Promptly at the hour appoiutei^ the 
queen, the field marshal iu ohurpe of 
tne head of the column of tho royal pro- 
cession, wuH at the Wellington statao at 
the Hyde I'ark corner, to receive the 
signal that tlie queen )iad entered her 
carriage, and at U o'clock tho starting 
gnn in the park was lin d. The progress 
of the pan-.de toward St. Panl'a cathe- 
dral, whither tlio colonial procession 
had already gone, wa^ made with few 
delays. As a mere spectacle the roy^ 
orocession was truly magnificent, but as 
a 8ymoli?:ation of 'powers and power it 
echpsed all previous pageants ever wit- 
neaped in [joiidon. 

rript;iiii Anus, tlio tallest officer in 
the Uritish ;iri;iy. innuiitcd on a jrroat 
(•harder, led tlie v. :.y. siipported by four 
troopers of the M Cdud lite guards." Then 
followed represi'ntativos of the naval 
gou force and the roTal horse artillery 
came next and other detoohments of the 
army.

Bwrea similar carriages 
followed, containing the highest oonrt 
digsitories and f emile membMi 6( the 
royal family. At length ramc the per- 
sonal escdrt of the sovereign, aad the en- 
thnsiasm of the Tait throng rose to a 
pitph. Following there %ere a contin- 
gent ftf fwds <u^(l then an eooort 
of English and foreign princes riding 
on horseback in threes. 

Field Marshal iiord Wolseley, com- 
mander-in-chief of the British army, 
rode by alone and then was seen the 
chariot in which sat the queen. 

Ai her majesty approaclied the cheers 
were deafening and overwhelming. 
The qneen cat apparently unmoved at 
this popular ovation, though she was 
several times compelled to show the 
emotion she felt. While she was the 
recipient of the grandest outpouring of 
popular admiration and affection ever 
vouchsafed to a sovereign, 8ho could 
unfortunately see little or nothing of 
the grandeur of the pa^eiint of which 
s!ie was tlic central tigure. 

The (lUi'i ii's carriage n ached Temple 
Bar at noon, where the l(jrd mayor ren- 
dered otHcial homage to the sovereign. 

Her majesty then commanded the 
lord mayor and ehtirifls to proceed and 
the procession moved toward St. Faols 
umid roars of cheers. 

The great bells of .St. Pauls broke out 
iu happy chorus as the (lueen's carriage 
started fi(i!n Temj>lebar and oiUj- 
ceased as her majesty's carriage stopped 
in front of the Steps of the dt7 cathe- 
dral. 

With the stopping of the queen's car- 
riage, tho i)icture was complete, and the 
Bwelling hymn that had risen on the 
summer air from tive choristers of her 
majesty's cliapel royal, Westminster 
abbey and St. Pauls ce;i.'~od its grand 
harmf)nies iu oue lung drawn soft 
"Amen." The service was about to be- 

gib. 

The ecclesiastics who had is-ued from 
the great west door a.s the (jueen ap- 
proached standing beside the impro- 
vised altar now began the bimple ser- 
vice. A te deuiu by Dr. Martin, organ- 
ist of St. Pauls, computed for the occas- 
ion, was sung. 

As the sonorous "Amen" ditd away 
the Hweet voices of the cathedral clergy 
were heard chanting Lord save tlie 
qneen," to which the great choir in a 
wondrous volume of iiarmonious sound 
responded, "and mercifully hear us 
when we call ujion thee." 

The bishop of London in full canon- 
icals then read a short collect, after 
which, as her majestr sat with bowed 
head, tho archbishop of Oanterbory an- 
nounced the benediction. 

Then amidst the further ringing of 
bells, the national authem was sung and 
the queen drove on into other scenes. 

At the Law Courts, the queen was 
met by the lady mayoress, who present- 
ed her majesty with a basket of flowers. 

The oueen reached the palace on her 
return from the procession at 1 :46 p. m.

' Wasiunotox, June 28.— Neither the 
Chinese nor the PortogacM ihinister 
has made a lirotest against ^e 'Hawaii- 
an treaty of annexation, nor has either 
of them received any instructions on the 
subject from his government. Viscount 
de Santa Thryso, the Portuguese aiinis- 
ter, says he has no doubt but tliat the 
Portuguese colony iu Hawaii will be as 
amply protected under the laws of the 
United Stdt^s as under tb« present 
regime on the islands, and he sees no 
possible reason why Portugal should 
lodge a protest agaiiiit the treaty. 

The Ohineie miniiter is inclined to 
think the clause in the treaty, exclud- 
ing the further immigration of Chinese 
to the islands is uiinecessary «s the ex 
elusion act would apply to them if our 
jurisdiction were extended to Hawaii. 
China has assented to the policy of ex 
elusion and he sees no necessity for 
comment on that score. There are 
about 26,0U0 Chinese in Hawaii.

I just got a letter saying lii it th" 
jieople Wert dying by liuudrc(U. It is 
hard to know liow to lielj) tliem. as 
they have no seed to sow, even if rains 
(0;jie. and their jilowing (.xen have 
died. 'I'here is plenty of grain in India, 
but tlie bunyahs. or merchunis, have it 
stored up in hidden jjits and don't sell 
it except at ruinous ])rices. Some have 
thought that a cau.'-e of the plague was 
the i>uttint.' on f he market of the grain 
liO years old. 'I he ^'overimieut made a 
great mistake in not beL'inninir their 
aid earlier. The trouble is witli tlie na- 
tive overseen*, who rob the people 
frightfully. They are paid in propor- 
tion to the number of people they feed 
and mix earth in the grain to make 
their supplies go a long way. I know 
of one man who got groin to distribute 
free and sold it at auction. 

"The people are mere skeletons, Uv- 
ing on roots and grass and leaves and 
glad to get them. Their troubles have 
bred queer ideas in them. Some of 
them think Queen Victoria lias sent the 
plague in revenge for the daubing of 
her statue in Bombay. Many of them 
refuse to go to the segregation ha<ipitals, 
because they think it is the intention of 
the government to put them oat of the 
way when it gets them there. In some 
cases they have practically shut up their 
houses with dead bodies in them and 
searching parties have been organized 
to unearth the corpses. The money re- 
lief offered hitherto for the distress in 
India has been merely a drop in the 
bucket. ' ' 

CHRISTIA N K. RO SaTpEAD. 

He Was th* Fathor of Chortejr noia, Wko 
UliaptHNured Years Ago. 

P>HiLAnKi.pniA, June 28.— Christian 
K. Ross is de.id of heart disease at his 
home on W:<shiugtou avnuue, German- 
town. He was the father of Charley 
Ross, and up to his last illness Mr. Ross 
never gave up the search for his missing 
boy, whose abduction startled Phihidel- 
phia on July 1, 1874, and became an nn- 
solv( d mystery the world over. 

In all the long years .■^ince, the father, 
aided by memhers of his family, searched 
in vain to hnd his iniSsing boy. Mr. 
Hoss was not a wealthy man, but he 
had rich relatives, and money wii-s 
spent like water to aid the search. But 
it was all useless, linposters s])rarig up 
from everywhere. Mr. Ross was calle<l 
to all parts of the country to identify 
claimai'.ts. biu was alwajt doomed tO 
disappointment. 

Mr. Koss was born in Middletown, 
Pa., Xov. ti, IS,';}, and after receiving 
an education in the private schools of 
Muldletowii and Carlisle, came to this 
city in wlu're he secured employ- 

ment in a wholesale dry goods house. 
Hh afterward became one of the lir;ii of 
Itoss. .Shott (te Company. He was aji- 
jioin.ted master \\ardi ii of tlie port of 
Philadelphia by Governor Uortrau for 
the salary of (2,500 a year.

ollv I'rieita In Southern Incliann. 

Jasper, Ind., June 23. —The Rev. Fi- 
delis Maute, one of the most prominent 
Catholic ministers in southern Indiana, 

died here yesterday. 

Fidelis Maute was born ^I.Tich V<, 
ls,ST, at Inneringen, in the principality 
of Sigmann;.'en, tjermany. He studied 
t his native place, then at Einsiedeln, 
and finally at the seminary of Muyeuce. 
On May 9, msi, he arrived at St. Mein- 
rad, Sijrn-er county, where for sereral 
years he w-is a sncccssful teacher, es- 
pecially in Greek. On Jan. 2. Ibti4, he 
was ordained priest by Bishop De St. 
Palais, at Viucennes. 

He began the building of the churcli 
at Jasper, Dubois county, laying the 
cornerstone on Sept. 14, isri. This 
hurch is one of the finest in stmt hern 
Indiana. During his hmg pastorate at 
usper he bound the people to him so 
clubcly that his death will be a loss, not 
to Catholics alone, but to the entire 
community. He was a member of tlie 
order of St. Benedict. No clergyman 
in southern Indiana was better known 
or stood higher than he.

When the vines have grown some three 
or four feet, cover the stalk at third or 
fourth leaf, and keep it covered until it 
takes root, which will take from two to 
three weeks. After it bas taken root, the 
vine must be severed from the parent 
stalk.

Foraker ofiserted that an agreement cou- 
ceminc rates (in cert.ain wooLs wa'* being 
violated, and that under Ruch circum- 
stances every senator would be free to 
act f(T himself. Mr. Allison, with 
great veh'.-mence, diciared that heoonld 
not be driven by rhreatm. 

Mr. Carter, who had aroused the 
storm, endeavored to have the para- 
graphs relating to carpet wools go over, 
with a view to securing some united 
action, but Mr. Vest, in an ironical 
spet'cli. objecti d to delating the era of 
proKperity, and postpouiuir public bus- 
iness while Republican senators held a 
caucus. Mr. TeUer of Colorado also 
spoke agaiuxt delay and took ooca.sion 
to say he would not vote for the bill 
unless objectionable features were elim- 
inated. 

Aside from this stormy interruption, 
fair progress was made on the wool 
schedtile. The duty on first class wool 
was agreed to at 10 cents per pound, 
and on second class wool 11 cents, 
which is between the house and senate 
latea in each oaaa. The tatee on third 
class wools went over. Moat of the 
other amendments related to the classi- 
fication of wools. On one of the amend- 
ments Mr. Jonea of Arkantaa spoke 
against the entire schedule as severely 
oppressive on the oonsuim r^ of woolen 
goods. ^
